"For  behold,  this  life  is  the  time  for  men  to  prepare  to  meet  God;  yea, 
behold  the  day  of  this  life  is  the  day  for  men  to  perform  their  labours,"  therefore 
go  on  from  belief  to  faith,  from  faith  to  the  exercise  thereof  that  thy  confidence 
might  wax  strong  in  the  presence  of  God  and  thy  soul  be  filled  with  great  joy. 

The  days  from  birth  to  death  are  our  examination  period-  In  part,  this  is  a 
written,  and  in  part  a  practical  examination.  The  written  examination  would 
test  our  knowledge  of  doctrines,  principles  and  ordinances.  On  the  pages  of 
scripture  the  inspired  writings  of  prophets  have  explained  the  principles  of  faith, 
repentance,  love  of  neighbour,  humility,  prayer,  etc,  and  the  essential  ordinances 
of  baptism  and  the  laying  on  of  hands  for  the  Gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  To  study 
and  understand  these,  are  our  first  tasks.  Along  with  this,  and  of  far  greater 
importance,  is  the  practical  examination.  How  well  we  put  into  practice  the 
principles  we  have  been  taught  is  the  great  test.  Have  we  accepted  the  re- 
sponsibility that  accompanies  knowledge:  to  do  everything  we  know  is  right? 

I  think  of  Job,  the  man  whose  faith  and  steadfastness  have  shone  as  examples 
through  centuries.  When  messengers  had  brought  to  him  the  news  of  his 
childrens'  deaths  and  the  scattering  of  his  flocks  and  herds,  he  cried  out  in 
anguish  of  his  soul,  "The  Lord  gave  and  the  Lord  hath  taken  away;  blessed  be 
the  name  of  the  Lord."  No  angry  word  crossed  his  lips,  nor  unclean  thought  his 
mind.  With  unshaken  faith  he  faced  a  troubled  future.  Before  long  his  body 
was  covered  with  boils;  he  could  not  rest  nor  move  without  great  pain.  Then 
with  determined  voice  and  an  eye  single  to  the  glory  of  God,  he  declared, 
"though  He  slay  me  yet  will  I  trust  in  Him." 

In  spite  of  Calamity,  contempt  of  friends,  terrible  pain,  temptations  from  his 
wife,  sorrow  and  unanswered  prayers,  he  bore  a  testimony  that  has  stirred  the 
souls  of  all  who  read  it:  "For  I  know  that  my  Redeemer  liveth,  and  that  He  shall 
stand  at  the  latter  day  upon  the  earth  and  though  after  my  skin  worms  destroy 
this  body  yet  in  my  flesh  shall  I  see  God." 

He  learned  the  principles  well  and  practised  them  in  spite  of  earthly  afflic- 
tions and  Satan's  temptings.  In  his  life  he  prepared  to  meet  the  Father.  Thus  it 
can  be  said  of  him:  "Well  done,  thou  good  and  faithful  servant." 

That  we  too  might  be  called  good  and  faithful  servants,  remember :  This  life  is 
the  time  for  men  to  prepare  to  meet  God;  yea,  behold  the  day  of  this  life  is  the  day 
for  men  to  perform  their  labours."  Let  us  resolve  to  pursue  a  steady  course  and 
be  obedient  in  all  things  that  we  may  BE  PREPARED.

Arthur  A.  Schuck,  chief  Scout 
executive  of  the  Boy  Scouts  of 
America,  was  speaking: 

"We  determined  to  get  the 
nations  outstanding  men  in 
various  fields  to  speak  to  us.  We 
asked  Dr.  Robert  Gordon  Sproul, 
president  of  the  University  of 
California,  the  nation's  biggest 
university,  to  represent  educa- 
tion. He  accepted.  To  represent 
business  we  invited  Paul  Hoff- 
man, president  of  Studebaker 
Corporation  and  until  recently 
head  of  the  Ford  Foundation. 

"Then  we  looked  around  for  a 
man  to  represent  all  the 
churches  in  America.  We  de- 
cided on  David  O.  McKay,  presi- 
dent of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

"These  are  America's  most  out- 
standing leaders  in  their  fields. 
I  am  happy  to  report  that  all 
have  accepted." 

That  was  the  way  Dr.  Schuck 
announced  to  the  committee 
plans  for  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  National  Council,  B-SA,  to 
be  held  in  Los  Angeles  July  16-17. 
President  McKay  will  be  the 
concluding  speaker  at  the  annual 
convention  and  then  will  be 
taken  to  the  Irvine  Ranch, 
about  60  miles  to  the  south  of 
Los  Angeles,  for  the  opening  of 
the  third  national  jamboree  of 
Boy  Scouts.

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A  WORK  OF 
CONVERSION 


By  Mark  E.  Peterson  of  the  Council  of 
the  Twelve. 

Talk  delivered  at  the  Fifth  Session,  Sunday 
Afternoon,  April  5,  1953. 

May  I  read  again  the  beautiful  words 
which  have  just  been  sung  to  you  by  our 
wonderful  choir. 

The  Lord  is  my  shepherd;  I  shall  not  want. 

He  maketh  me  to  lie  down  in  green  pas- 
tures; he  leadeth  me  beside  the  still 
waters. 

He  restoreth  my  soul :  he  leadeth  me  in  the 
paths  of  righteousness  for  his  name's 
sake. 

Yea,  though  I  walk  through  the  valley  of 
the  shadow  of  death,  I  will  fear  no 
evil :  for  thou  art  with  me;  thy  rod  and 
thy  staff  they  comfort  me. 

Thou  preparest  a  table  before  me  in  the 
presence  of  mine  enemies:  thou  anoint- 
est  my  head  with  oil;  my  cup  runneth 
over. 

Surely  goodness  and  mercy  shall  follow  me 
all  the  days  of  my  life:  and  I  will  dwell 
in  the  house  of  the  Lord  for  ever. 

(Psalm  23.) 

That  is  a  great  testimony.  I  am  grateful 
that  the  choir  sang  this  number,  giving  this 
testimony  of  the  psalmist  because  this  has 
been  a  conference  of  testimonies  —  testi- 
mony after  testimony  to  the  divinity  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  testimony  after  testi- 
mony to  the  goodness  of  the  Lord  our 
Father  to  all  men  who  will  follow  him  and 
really  make  him  their  shepherd.  People 
who  thus  follow  him,  testify  anew  day  by 
day  indeed  that  the  Lord  is  their  shepherd; 
they  shall  not  want  and  say,  "Surely  good- 
ness and  mercy  shall  follow  me  all  the  days 
of  my  life:  and  I  will  dwell  in  the  house 
of  the  Lord  for  ever." 

I  remember  also  that  this  choir  has  sung 
words  from  Isaiah,  "All  we  like  sheep  have 
gone  astray."  (Isa.  53:6.)  And  then  I  re- 
member this  beautiful  story  of  the  Saviour: 


"How  think  ye?  if  a  man  have  an 
hundred  sheep,  and  one  of  them  be  gone 
astray,  doth  he  not  leave  the  ninety  and 
nine,  and  goeth  into  the  mountains,  and 
seeketh  that  which  is  gone  astray? 

And  if  so  be  that  he  find  it,  verily  I  say 
unto  you,  he  rejoiceth  more  of  that  sheep, 
than  of  the  ninety  and  nine  which  went  not 
astray. 

Even  so  it  is  not  the  will  of  our  Father 
which  is  in  heaven,  that  one  of  these  little 
ones  should  perish.  (Matt.  18:  12-14.)" 

The  work  of  the  Church  is  a  work  of  con- 
version. This  has  been  well  demonstrated 
by  the  testimones  and  the  wonderful 
addresses  which  have  been  given  here,  and 
by  the  appeals  which  have  been  made  for 
further  conversions.  We  seek  for  conver- 
sion ourselves,  of  our  children,  and  of  all 
mankind  who  will  listen  to  us — conversion 
to  the  point  where  we  and  they  will  be 
willing  to  accept  the  teachings  and  com- 
mandments of  the  Lord  our  Saviour  and  by 
following  them  work  out  our  salvation.  As 
the  Lord  says  here,  ".  .  .  it  is  not  the  will 
of  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven,  that 
one  of  these  little  ones  should  perish." 
(Ibid.,  18:14.) 

But  in  spite  of  all  the  work  that  is  done 
in  the  Church  in  the  way  of  conversion  and 
teaching,  and  so  much  wonderful  work  is 
done,  there  are  some  instances  where 
people  go  in  reverse  and  fall  away.  Some- 
times they  accept  the  teachings  of  false 
leaders  and  false  teachers  who  lead  them 
astray. 

Often  I  have  asked  myself  why  it  is  that 
some  people  apostatize  from  the  truth.  I 
have  never  believed  that  a  person  falls 
away  suddenly,  all  at  once,  and  more  than 
a  person  who  has  been  righteous  and  honest 
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all  his  life,  would  go  out  and  suddenly  rob 
a  bank.  There  is  some  preparatory  work 
done  in  advance.  There  is  some  "softening- 
up"  process  which  leads  to  the  apostate 
condition.  Big  sins  generally  are  preceded 
by  little  ones,  and  I  believe  that  this  is 
true  with  respect  to  people  who  fall  away 
from  the  truth. 

Seeds  are  sown,  seeds  of  doubt,  disbelief, 
distrust,  disrespect.  These  seeds  are 
watered;  they  are  nurtured,  and  finally 
they  become  fully  developed  until  they  pro- 
duce their  evil  fruit 

Who  sows  seeds  of  doubt  and  distrust? 
They  are  sown  in  many  ways.  I  might 
mention  a  few. 

I  have  heard  of  a  man  who  claims  to  be 
a  very  good  Latter-day  Saint.  He  claims 
he  loves  the  Church,  but  he  also  loves  the 
world,  and  he  lives  as  close  as  he  possibly 
can  to  the  line  of  disobedience  without 
actually  violating  the  letter  of  the  law.  He 
does  not  realize  that  he  must  avoid  even 
the  very  appearance  of  evil.  He  does  not 
realize,  possibly,  that  by  living  as  close  to 
the  line  of  disobedience  as  he  can,  he  sows 
seeds  of  doubt  and  distrust  in  the  minds  of 
others. 

There  are  those  who  live  in  open  rebel- 
lion against  the  word  of  God  and  violate 
the  commandments  continuously  and  inten- 
tionally, and  of  course  they  always  leave 
doubt  in  the  minds  of  others,  with  some  dis- 
respect for  them  themselves. 

And  then  there  are  the  seeds  that  are 
sown  by  some  of  our  teachers  and  preachers 
within  our  own  organization,  who  like  to 
advance  some  new  doctrine,  or  some  new 
interpretation,  or  some  speculative  theory, 
or  advance  something  that  is  sensational, 
because  to  advance  the  sensational  seems 
to  feed  their  ego  inasmuch  as  they  become 
the  centre  of  discussion. 

Most  of  our  teachers  and  preachers  are 
wonderful.  They  teach  the  truth;  they  bring 
about  conversions  in  the  minds  and  hearts 
of  those  who  listen  to  them.  But  there  are 
these  few  teachers  who  sow  seeds  of  doubt 
by  speculative  and  unsound  doctrines,  and 
as  they  do  so  they  "soften  up,"  to  use  the 
army  expression,  some  of  their  hearers  who 
might  later  be  taken  dver  by  the  apostate 
teachers  who  come  among  them. 

It  is  my  full  belief  that  whenever  any  of 
us  accepts  a  position  of  any  description  in 
the  Church,  we  accept  along  with  it  the  re- 
sponsibility of  that  office,  whatsoever  it 
may  be.  I  believe  that  if  a  person  accepts 
a  position  as    a    teacher    in    one    of    our 


organizations,  or  if  he  accepts  the  responsi- 
bility of  preaching  from  the  pulpit,  such 
person  accepts  the  responsibility  which 
goes  with  that  call.  He  becomes  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  Church  in  that  position. 
Every  teacher  and  every  preacher  therefore 
is  duty-bound,  upon  accepting  such  a  call, 
to  represent  the  official  views  and  doctrines 
of  the  Church,  and  to  teach  those  official 
doctrines  in  his  class  or  from  the  pulpit, 
with  the  one  thought  in  mind  that  conver- 
sion is  to  come  about  in  the  hearts  of  those 
who  listen  to  him.  I  do  not  believe  that 
conversion  to  the  truth  comes  through 
the  teaching  of  half-truths  or  untruths. 

Our  classrooms  and  our  assembly  rooms 
have  been  built  at  great  expense  with  only 
one  thought  in  mind,  and  that  is  that  in 
them  we  may  teach  the  truth  so  that  we 
may  convert  those  who  come  there,  so  that 
they  in  turn  will  live  the  gospel  and  work 
out  their  salvation  in  the  earth. 

I  do  not  believe  that  the  classrooms  or 
the  pulpits  of  our  Church  are  for  labora- 
tory purposes  in  which  to  experiment  with 
new  doctrines  and  speculative  notions. 
They  are  exclusively  for  the  use  of  those 
who  are  willing  to  convert  men  and  women 
and  boys  and  girls  to  the  truth. 

There  is  only  one  man  in  all  the  world 
who  has  the  right  to  introduce  a  new  doc- 
trine to  this  Church,  and  that  man  is  the 
President  of  the  Church.  So  teachers,  until 
you  become  the  President  of  the  Church, 
will  you  be  willing  to  content  yourselves 
with  the  present  officially  accepted  doc- 
trines of  the  Church? 

I  do  not  believe  that  we  can  escape  the 
responsibility  of  starting  someone  off  on 
the  wrong  way  if  we  teach  wrong  prin- 
ciples. I  do  not  believe  that  any  of  us  can 
afford  to  take  that  responsibility. 

I  do  not  believe,  therefore,  that  we  can 
bring  into  our  classes  or  our  sermons 
views  and  doctrines  which  are  not  accepted 
and  officially  advocated  by  the  Church. 

I  do  not  believe  that  any  teacher  in  any 
organization  has  the  right  to  discard  the 
prescribed  lesson  course  and  substitute  in 
its  place  magazine  articles,  philosophical 
discussions,  lectures,  or  any  other  extrane- 
ous matter. 

I  do  not  believe  that  we  can  bring  into 
our  classrooms  or  sermons  the  philosophies 
and  doctrines  of  uninspired  men  of  the 
world,  no  matter  how  well  educated  they 
may  be.  and  present  them  as  accepted 
truth. 
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I  do  not  believe  we  should  accept  every 
theory  advanced  by  men  of  science  as 
though  it  were  true.  These  men  change 
their  minds  much  too  often  for  that. 

1  do  not  believe  we  should  bring  into  our 
classes  and  sermons  the  doctrines  of  other 
churches  and  teach  them  as  accepted 
truth. 

I  do  not  believe  we  should  give  time  in 
our  classes  to  discussions  of  the  alleged 
interpretations  of  the  measurements  of  the 
Great  Pyramid  of  Egypt,  fantastic  and  un- 
reliable as  they  so  often  are. 

I  do  not  believe  we  should  accept  the 
current  views  that  the  lost  ten  tribes  have 
been  found  in  the  northern  nations  of 
Europe,  or  that  they  have  been  named,  in- 
dexed and  classified. 

I  do  not  believe  we  should  give  credence 
to  the  highly  speculative  theories  about 
Book  of  Mormon  geography. 

I  do  not  believe  that  there  were  two  Hill 
Cumorahs,  one  in  Central  America  and  the 
other  one  up  in  New  York,  for  the  con- 
venience of  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  so 
that  the  poor  boy  would  not  have  to  walk 
clear  to  Central  America  to  get  the  gold 
plates. 

I  do  not  believe  we  can  be  good  Latter- 
day  Saints  and  question  the  integrity  of 
Joseph  Smith. 

I  do  not  believe  we  can  be  good  Latter- 
day  Saints  and  question  the  testimony  of 
the  eleven  witnesses  of  the  Book  of 
Mormon. 

I  do  not  believe  you  have  a  testimony  of 
the  truth  if  you  question  the  accuracy  of 
the  translation  of  the  Book  of  Mormon. 

I  do  not  believe  we  should  try  to  estab- 
lish our  personal  fads  as  Church  doctrine.  I 
do  not  believe  my  eternal  salvation  will  be 
affected  in  any  way  if  I  eat  white  bread  or 
white  sugar.  I  do  not  believe  the  doctrines 
of  the  Church  are  in  any  way  involved  in 
whether  my  whole-wheat  is  stone-ground 
or  steel-cut. 

I  do  not  believe  we  can  be  good  Chris- 
tians, regardless  of  the  denomination,  if  we 
refuse  to  believe  that  Jesus  Christ  died 
on  the  cross.  I  do  not  believe  anyone  can 
be  a  good  Christian,  regardless  of  de- 
nomination, if  he  questions  the  reality  of 
the  literal,  physical  resurrection  of  Jesus 
Christ  on  the  third  day  after  his  crucifixion. 

I  do  not  believe  we  can  be  good  Chris- 
tians of  any  denomination  and  reject  the 


Old  Testament  I  do  not  believe  we  can 
be  good  Christians  of  any  denomination 
and  reject  the  epistles  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment. 

I  do  not  believe  we  can  be  good  Church 
members  if  we  accept  alleged  revelation  of 
men  and  women  who  claim  to  have  re- 
ceived them  from  the  membership  of  the 
Church  when  we  know  that  the  Lord  desig- 
nates the  President  of  the  Church  as  the 
only  one  on  earth  to  whom  he  will  reveal 
his  mind  for  the  Church  at  large. 

I  do  not  believe  that  we  can  ignore  the 
teachings  of  the  Saviour  when  he  said, 

'*....  there  shall  be  no  disputations  among 
you,  as  there  have  hitherto  been;  neither 
shall  there  be  disputations  among  you  con- 
cerning the  points  of  my  doctrine,  as  there 
have  hitherto  been. 

For  verily,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  he  that 
hath  the  spirit  of  contention  is  not  of  me, 
but  is  of  the  devil,  who  is  the  father  of  con- 
tention, and  he  stirreth  up  the  hearts  of 
men  to  contend  with  anger,  one  with 
another."  (3  Nephi  11:  28-29.) 

On  the  other  hand,  I  do  believe  most 
positively  that  if  we  bring  false  teaching 
into  our  classes  or  sermons  we  do  our 
people  a  great  disservice,  for  we  confuse 
their  minds,  we  make  them  doubt  the  truth 
when  it  is  given  them,  and  we  "soften 
them  up"  for  attacks  of  apostate  teachers 
who  come  among  them. 

I  do  believe  positively  that  whenever  we 
teach  any  speculative  notion  or  try  to  un- 
ravel any  mystery,  or  advance  any  doc- 
trine not  accepted  by  the  Church,  we  con- 
tribute to  the  spiritual  delinquency  of 
those  whom  we  influence. 

I  do  believe  that  God  will  hold  us  ac- 
countable for  every  act  and  word  by  which 
we  contribute  to  the  spiritual  delinquency 
of  other  people. 

I  do  believe  that  the  President  of  the 
Church  is  in  very  deed  the  mouthpiece  of 
God  on  earth,  the  prophet,  seer,  and  revela- 
tor  of  the  Lord,  and  that  he  and  he  alone 
has  the  right  and  power  to  give  to  the 
Church  any  new  doctrines  or  new  inter- 
pretations of  existing  doctrines. 

I  do  believe  positively  that  as  we  all  die, 
even  so,  through  the  power  of  Jesus  Christ, 
we,  too,  will  literally  and  physically  be 
resurrected.

May  the 
Lord  bless  them  as  they  return  home  that 
they  might  carry  on  with  their  fine  work. 
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Courage    Required  in 
the    Defense    of  Truth

"Pilate  therefore  said  unto  him,  Art  thou 
a  king  then?  Jesus  answered,  Thou  sayest 
that  I  am  a  king.  To  this  end  was  I  born, 
and  for  this  cause  came  I  into  the  world, 
that  I  should  bear  witness  unto  the  truth. 
Every  one  that  is  of  the  truth  heareth  my 
voice. 

"Pilate  saith  unto  him,  What  is  truth?  .  . 
John  18:37,  38. 

As  Pilate  asked  the  question,  "What  is 
truth?",  truth  personified  stood  before  him 
unrecognized.  Pilate's  inability  to  recog- 
nize it  is  that  of  millions,  also,  who  have 
eyes  but  cannot  see,  ears  but  cannot  hear, 
hearts  but  do  not  understand. 

In  the  presence  of  the  representative  of 
the  highest  political  authority  at  that  time 
on  earth,  Jesus  courageously  confessed  His 
regal  authority,  just  as  He  had  previously 
acknowledged  Himself  to  be  the  Son  of  God 
before  the  highest  theocratic  council.  Sur- 
rounded by  false  accusers  and  deceivers, 
before  this  representative  of  the  Roman 
government,  the  Son  of  Man  stood,  a  coura- 
geous personage  whoser  breath  had  never 
been  polluted  by  a  falsehood,  whose  soul 
had  never  been  stained  by  a  lie.  In  Him 
mankind  has  the  only  safe  guide  in  their 
never-ceasing  effort  to  find  truth;  and  in 
the  gospel,  the  good  news  that  He  gave  to 
man,  humanity  has  the  measuring  rod  for 
theories  and  philosophies  of  all  time. 

Truth  is  the  nourishment  of  the  soul.  If 
deprived  of  it  entirely  man  would  be  an 
animal.  The  soul  of  man  is  enriched  by 
thinking,  feeling,  acting  in  harmony  with 
Right.  The  spirit  of  truth  is  of  God,  but 
"no  man  receiveth  a  fullness  unless  he 
keepeth  his  commandments.  He  that 
keepeth  his  commandments  receiveth  truth 
and  light,  until  he  is  glorified  in  truth  and 
knoweth  all  things." 

There  are  two  helpful  ways  of  becoming 
acquainted  with  truth,  nameiy:  (1)  by  ex- 
perience, and  (2)  by  observing  its  mani- 
festations in  the  lives  of  others. 


If  you  would  discover  truth  by  personal 
experience,  study  yourself  introspectively. 
Think  of  yourself  as  a  child  of  God.  Accept 
your  life,  body  and  spirit  as  the  gift  of  God. 
Realize  that  every  thought  will  affect  your 
progress,  every  act  be  a  contributing  factor 
to  success  or  failure.  There  are  two  things 
with  which  you  should  always  concern 
yourself — motive  and  method.  "Know  the 
thoughts  of  your  own  soul.  Never  think  for 
a  moment  that  you  can  deceive  yourself. 
Be  honest  in  your  thoughts,  clean  in  your 
thinking,  and  clear-cut  in  your  conclusions. 
In  years  to  come  honesty  of  purpose  and 
sincerity  of  soul  will  be  the  chief  sources 
of  satisfaction." 

A  clear  conscience  makes  you  responsive 
to  a  still,  small  voice  within  which  tells 
you  when  your  soul  is  in  harmony  with 
eternal  right,  when  you  are  in  accord  with 
"what  is,  has  been,  or  must  be." 

It  is  the  privilege  of  every  sincere  soul 
to  be  conscious,  that  is.  to  have  an  aware- 
ness of  being  in  harmony  with  this  spirit

STAYNER   RICHARDS 


Church  News  Section— May  30,  1953 

Funeral  Services  for  Elder  Stayner 
Richard,  Assistant  to  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve,  who  died  Thursday,  May  28th,  in 
the  L.D.S.  Hospital,  are  planned  for  next 
week. 

Elder  Richards  had  been  in  the  hospital 
but  two  days.  He  had  filled  an  assignment 
at  the  San  Fernando  Stake  conference  in 
Los  Angelos  area  last  Saturday  and  Sun- 
day. He  took  seriously  ill  en  route  home 
from  the  conference  and  was  rushed  to  the 
hospital  from  the  Union  Pacific  depot 
Tuesday  morning. 

Death  was  caused  by  pancreatitis.  Elder 
Richards  had  been  one  of  the  General 
Authorities  since  the  October  conference, 
1951.  At  the  time  of  his  appointment  as  an 
Assistant  to  the  Council  of  the  Twelve,  he 
was  president  of  the  British  Mission,  with 
headquarters  in  London. 

He  was  a  brother  of  Pres.  Stephen  L. 
Richards,  first  counselor  in  the  First  presi- 
dency. 

He  was  born  in  Salt  Lake  City  December 
20,  1885,  a  son  of  Dr.  Stephen  L.  and  Emma 
Louise  Stayner  Richards.  Since  1910, 
Elder  Richards  had  been  a  prominent  Salt 
Lake  City  real  estate  man  and  builder  of 
many  homes  in  the  Salt  Lake  City  area. 

At  the  time  of  his  appointment  as  presi- 
dent of  the  British  Mission,  Elder  Richards 
was  president  of  the  Highland  Stake. 

Elder  Richards  had  a  long  record  of 
Church  service,  which  began  with  a  mis- 
sion to  England  from  1908  to  1910.  Upon  his 
return  from  the  Mission  field,  he  was 
counselor  for  four  years  in  the  Sugar 
House  Ward  bishopric.  Upon  division  of 
this  ward,  he  became  the  first  bishop  of  the 
Highland  Park  Ward,  serving  for  12  years- 

His  next  assignment  was  as  a  counselor 
in  the  Granite  Stake  Presidency  for  eight 
years-  When  the  stake  was  divided,  he  be- 
came a  member  of  the  High  Council  of  the 
newly-created  Highland  Stake. 

In  1937  he  became  stake  president,  serv- 
ing until  he  was  called  to  preside  in  Eng- 
land, in  December,  1949 


Elder  Richards  was  married  to  Jane 
Foote  in  December,  1911.  They  are  the 
parents  of  six  children,  five  of  whom  are 
living. 

Elder  Richards  was  graduated  from  the 
University  of  Utah  in  1907.  where  he  was 
president  of  the  student  body  during  his 
senior  years- 

The    following    are    excepts    from     talks 
given   at  Elder  Richards'   funeral: 

President    David    O'    McKay— letter    to 
Richards  Family — 

My  dear  Friends  and  Associates: 

After  consultation  with  President 
Stephen  L-,  and  President  Clark  regarding 
Sister  McKay's  and  my  desire  to  be  in 
attendance  at  your  beloved  husband 
and  father's  funeral  service  next  Wednes- 
day, I  have  concluded  it  advisable  to  follow 
my  counselors'  advice  and  continue  East 
from  the  Omaha  Bridge  Dedicatory  ser- 
vices and  keep  appointments  in  Washing- 
ton. We  believe  that  Brother  Stayner 
would  approve  of  my  doing  so.  I  am  writ- 
ing you  this  personal  note,  therefore,  to 
assure  you  of  my  deep  regret  at  not  being 
able  by  my  presence  with  other  members 
of  the  General  Authorities  to  do  honour 
to  one  of  the  great  leaders  of  the  Church. 

...  As  Paul  of  old,  he  counted  his  life 
not  dear  unto  himself,  but  to  be  devoted 
and  consecrated  to  the  ministry.  It  can  be 
truly  said  of  him  that  literally  almost  the 
last  ounce  of  his  strength  was  directed  to 
the  performance  of  duty. 

Last  Thursday  morning,  as  his  associates, 
the  First  Presidency  and  the  Twelve,  were 
making  an  earnest  plea  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  his  life,  there  passed  to  the  Great 
Beyond,     a     loving     husband,     a     devoted 
father,  a  true  friend,  a  valiant  defender  of 
the   Truth.     Brother   Stayner   was   a    true 
gentleman,  honest  in  thought  and  action- 
cheerful,  kind,  considerate,  obliging  at  all 
times,  constantly  loyal  to  the  truth  and  to 
what  he  believed  was  right  .  . 

Bishop  Nelson  —  First  Speaker  —  We 
loved  Stayner  because  he  was  so  approach- 
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able.  He  had  such  a  good  sense  of  humour, 
and  a  smile  on  his  face  in  his  greeting.  He 
would  never  let  sorrow  or  trouble  get  him 
down,  and  as  I  talked  with  my  wife  and 
visualized  him  when  he  came  back  from  the 
British  Mission  to  bury  his  son,  Bob,  and 
he  stood  at  the  mortuary  there  and  greeted 
all  his  old  friends  there  for  several  hours, 
with  a  smile  on  his  face,  and  calling  us  by 
our  first  names.  He  was  one  we  could 
love. 

There  are  great  characters  in  the  world 
whom  we  admire  and  revere  for  their  re- 
markable accomplishments,  but  there  are 
not  many  men  that  we  can  love  so  dearly 
and  sincerely. 

Le  Grand  Richards— Expresses  Love  for 
his  Cousin—  .  .  .  Now  I  pray  that  the  Lord 
will  comfort  this  family.  I  had  my  assign- 
ment with  Stayner,  the  first  one  since  he 
became  one  of  the  General  Authorities, 
two  weeks  ago  last  Sunday,  when  we  went 
to  reorganize  a  stake  together  down  in 
Nevada,  and  I  had  the  privilege  of  paying 
him  a  tribute  then.  I  had  no  idea  that  I 
would  not  have  another  opportunity  in  this 
life.  They  say  it  is  better  to  give  your 
flowers  while  your  friends  are  still  alive, 
so  I  told  the  people  there  of  the  great  re- 
spect I  had  for  him.  My  respect  for  his 
ability,  for  his  faith,  and  how  I  honoured 
him  in  his  present  calling,  and  then  said,  "I 
have  but  one  hope,  and  that  is  I  will  live 
long  enough  to  see  him  occupy  a  position  in 
the  Council  of  the  Twelve,  for  which  I 
think  he  is  so  wonderfully  qualified  in 
ability  and  in  faith." 

With  all  my  heart  I  thank  God  for 
Stayner.  I  am  grateful  for  my  relation- 
ship to  him.  I  am  grateful  for  the  honour 
and  dignity  and  credit  he  has  brought  to 
the  family  and  the  name  he  bears.  I  thank 
the  Lord  for  every  success  he  has  achieved. 
He  has  been  a  successful  man;  he  has  cared 
well  for  his  family.  I  thank  him  for  the 
wonderful  family  that  he  has  left,  and  I 
pray,  Jenny,  that  the  Lord  will  bless  and 
comfort  you  and  your  children  and  your 
grandchildren,  and  all  who  shall  follow 
after  them  unto  the  latest  generation  of 
time,  that  they  may  ever  be  worthy  of  you 
and  Stayner  and  the  noble  name  which  you 
bear,  which  I  ask  in  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ.    Amen.

of  truth.  Every  intelligent  person  knows, 
also,  when  he  is  out  of  harmony  with  the 
truth.  A  consciousness  of  wrong-doing  is 
just  as  real  as  the  sense  of  being  in  accord 
with  right.  Truth  manifests  itself  through 
personality.  Though  ever-existent,  it  is 
recognized  only  as  it  manifests  itself 
through  intelligent  entities. 

Throughout  all  ages  truth  has  been  first 
perceived  by  a  few  heroic  leaders  who,  in 
defence  of  it,  frequently  sacrificed  their 
lives.  To  the  clear  perception  and  the 
courage  of  these  intrepid  leaders  of  men  is 
due  the  progress  of  mankind.  At  sometime 
or  other,  they  have  had  to  make  a  choice 
whether  to  deny,  modify,  or  defend  truth — 
a  choice  between  personal  ease  and  prefer- 
ment, or  ostracism,  punishment,  or  even 
death.  Such  a  choice  came  to  Peter  and 
John  as  they  stood  prisoners  before  Annas, 
the  high  priest.  It  took  real  courage  for 
them  to  bear  witness  of  Christ  in  the 
presence  of  the  very  men  who  had  con- 
demned Him  to  death. 

It  took  courage  for  Paul,  a  chained  pri- 
soner before  King  Agrippa  and  his  royal 
company,  to  bear  witness  that  Christ  did 
suffer,  and  that  He  should  be  the  first  that 
should  rise  from  the  dead,  and  should  show 
light  unto  the  people,  and  to  the  Gentiles. 

It  took  courage  for  Joseph  Smith  to 
testify  to  an  unbelieving  and  bitter  world 
the  trutn  that  God  and  His  Beloved  Son 
have  appeared  in  vision  to  him. 

However,  the  defenders  of  truth  in  all 
ages  have  received  from  the  ignorant  and 
prejudiced  populance  only  rejection,  perse- 
cution, and  often  death.  The  reward  for 
their  courage  has  been  stones  for  the 
martyred  Stephen;  prison  for  Paul;  the 
scaffold  for  Savonarola;  the  fagot  for  Hugh 
Latimer;  the  hemlock  for  Socrates;  the 
assasin's  bullet  for  Lincoln;  martyrdom  for 
Joseph  and  Hyrum  Smith;  and  crucifixion 
for  Jesus. 

While  scientists  and  other  great  thinkers 
flounder  in  their  quest  for  the  truth  regard- 
ing God,  let  us  turn  with  confidence  to  our 
never-failing  guide,  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son 
of  the  Living  God,  who  declares. 

"He  that  hath  seen  me,  hath  seen  the 
Father.  Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled : 
ye  believe  in  God,  believe  also  in  me." 

The  world  needs  believers  and  teachers 
who,  with  sincere  conviction  and  unflinch- 
ing courage,  will  defend  truth  and  declare 
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to  an  unbelieving  world  the  existence  of  an 
intelligent,  personal  being. 

We  need  men  of  courage  to  defend  the 
children  of  truth,  which  spring  from  the 
eternal  source  of  truth,  as  leaves  and  fruit 
upon  a  living  tree.  Among  these  we  name 
honour,  fair  dealing,  sacredness  of  a  con- 
tract —  whether  between  persons,  cities, 
states,  or  nations — temperance,  loyalty, 
reverence.  Springing  from  the  source  of 
evil  are  lying,  backbiting,  thieving,  confi- 
scation of  property,  subjugation  of  un- 
offending nations — miserable  spawn  that 
are  born  in  hell  itself. 

"What  is  truth?"  is  the  question  you  and 
I  must  decide  as  we  constantly  meet  up 
with  the  perplexities  of  life.  When  we 
cannot  perceive  it,  our  surest  guide  is  the 
light  of  the  Gospel.  If  we  measure  our  acts 
by  the  standard  of  the  Gospel,  we  shall 
not  go  far  astray.  In  Christ  is  found  the 
only  answer  to  the  prolems  of  the  world 
today.  Much  of  the  misery  of  mankind  is 
due  to  a  failure  to  recognize  this. 

The  world  needs  militant  defenders  of 
the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  Once  truth  is 
recognized,  there  should  be  no  hesitancy  or 
quibbling  about  defending  it. 

"Once  to  every  man  and  nation 
Comes  the  moment  to  decide, 

In  the  strife  of  truth  with  falsehood 
for  the  good  or  evil  side. 

"Then  to  side  with  truth  is  noble 
When  we  share  her  wretched  crust, 

'Ere  her  cause  bring  fame  and  profit 
And  'tis  prosperous  to  be  just. 

Then  it  is  that  brave  man  chooses 
While  the  coward  stands  aside; 

Doubting  in  his  abject  spirit, 
'Tis  his  Lord  is  crucified."

I  do  believe  that  the  revealed  doctrines 
and  teachings  of  the  Christ  will  save  us 
without  any  additions  by  unauthorized 
persons. 

I  do  believe  that  the  Lord  has  given  to 
the  Latter-day  Saints  a  fair  amount  of  in- 
telligence. I  do  believe  that  he  expects  us 
to  use  that  intelligence  in  studying  his  re- 
vealed word  and  following  his  prophets 
here  on  earth,  so  that  we  will  not  be  tossed 
about  by  every  wind  of  doctrine. 


I  do  believe  that  he  expects  our  teachers 
and  preachers  to  use  the  common  sense  he 
has  given  them  to  teach  the  simple  truth 
which  saves,  rather  than  the  speculations 
and  theories  of  men,  which  only  confuse 
the  mind  and  lead  some  of  our  people  right 
out  of  the  Church. 

I  do  believe  that  by  proper  teaching  of 
the  revealed  truth  we  can  convert  ourselves 
and  our  children  and  all  others  who  are 
willing  to  listen  to  us. 

I  do  believe  that  people  are  converted  to 
the  truth  only  by  the  truth  and  not  through 
the  teaching  of  half-truths  and  untruths. 

I  do  believe  that  only  in  loyally  teaching 
and  living  the  true  principles  of  the  gospel 
can  we  fulfil  the  responsibility  which  God 
has  given  us,  and  this  is  my  testimony  in 
the  name  of  Jesus  Christ.    Amen.
